Trusting in our righteous cause and in 
our strength, we face the year 1918 with 
firm confidence and iron will. There- 
fore, forward with God to fresh deeds 
and fresh victories.” 

In a telegram to Admiral von Holtz- 
endorff, head of the German naval gen- 
eral staff, as forwarded from Berlin, 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg declares 
the capture of Oesle and Dago islands, 
off the Russian Baltic coast, brought 
the German army and navy still closer 
together. The German submarines, the 
field marshal says, have given consid- 
erable relief in the action of the west- 
ern front.

Inquiry is to be made promptly to 
ascertain the reasonableness of the 
profits being made by all persons han- 
dling leather articles. It is expected 
that investigation will commence at 
the source and after threshing out the 
prices received by the packers for the 
raw hides, will go into the expenses 
of tanning, manufacture and even dis- 
tribution. 

Informatéon obtained by the commis- 
sion’s inv igators in obtaining data 
on which government contracts are 
based is said to have been responsible 
for the decision to make official rec- 
ord of all the details of the hide and 
leather industry. Indications that the 
commission also may have obtained in- 
formation personally on the cost of

More than nenety thousand Georgians 
joined the Red Cross during the big 
membership drive which ended Tues- 
day night, according to a statement 
nfade by Dr. Guy E. Snavely, director 
of the campaign in North and South 
Carolina, Tennessee, Georgia and 


1 Florida. 


The entire district will probably show 
a membership gain of over 400,000 
when all the figures are in, in spite 
of the handicap of the extremely bad 
weather that has been experienced 
since the beginning of the campaign. 

Atianta alone added more than 18,- 
000 names to the membership roll and 
other cities in the state made propor- 
tionate gains. For instance, Savarn- 
nah’s campaign resulted in 7,000 new. 
members; nearly 6,000 were added to 
the list in Columbus, 2,500 in Rome; 
1,500 each in Athens and Americus, 
while Marietta and Decatur each ex- 
ceeded their respective quotas, although 
the exact figures have not yet been 
reported. 

Letter from Colonel Peel.

All that 
bership involves to pay your 
Surely every Americal man, woman 
child will chodse to enlist In the great army 
with its world-wide mantle of 
charity in peace and in war! 

“As you may know, the idea of the Ked 
Cross was conceived by a wealthy philan- 
thropist of Switzerland, Henri Dunant, who 
happened to be in Solferino when the great 
battle was fought in 1869. He was over- 
come with horror at the suffering and for 
days and nights ministered personally to the 
wounded, organizing the peasantry into re- 
lief squads and doing everything possible 
to alleviate suffering. 

“M. Dunant not only 
subject, but visited the courts ef Europe, 
enlisting their interest in a plan for a worid 
society of protection and service. Owing to 
his efforts the first international confer- 
ence was held in Geneva in 1863 and the 

xt VYear at ithe famous Geneva convention 
the Red Cross was founded, August 22, 184.

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GETTING AT THE CAUSE. 


Homicide statistics for 1916 appearing in 
an article by Frederick L. Hoffman in The 
Spectator show five southern cities leading 
in the number of murders committed per 
100,000 population in American cities, with 
Atlanta taking second place. 

On the face of it, these figures give At- 
lanta a bad appearance in comparison with 
other cities, but the explanation is simple 
enough. 

If these statistics were confined to the 
white population in their reckoning the 
showing of Atlanta, Georgia and the south 
generally would not differ greatly from that 
of other cities or other states the country 
over. 

Unfortunately, though, they, like our 
mortality statistics, are made up from the 
records of the population as a whole, ne- 
groes and whites alike being considered. It 
is a well-known fact that the death rate 
among negroes is much larger than that 
among white people simply because one o/ 
the inherent characteristics of the colored 
race is its comparative disregard of funda- 
menta] sanitation and hygienic rules and 
precautions, and that negroes as a race will 
not pay the attention that white people pay 
to the minor diseases of infants and chil. 
dren. They will not take precautionary 
care of their health, neither from the stand. 
point of physical ailments nor of sanitation. 
Consequently, when a negro child contracts 
even a common and comparatively trivial 
disease its"chances for recovery are greatly 
below those of a white child with the same 
complaint. 

And in the matter of murders: Atlanta 
as a whole suffers from statistical compari- 
son with other cities, yet the fact remains 
that most of the murders committed here 
were committed by:negroes against mem- 
bers of their own race. The statistics sim- 
ply show that so many men and women were 
murdered during a. specified period, but 
they do not differentiate between the black 
race and the white race. 

Also, there can be no doubt that among 
the negroes human life is not regarded with 
the same degree of sacredness or even con- 
sideration that it is by white people. It is 
generally regarded too lightly, for that mat- 
ter, even among the members of the white 
race, or there would be far fewer murders 
of any character; but that is true the coun- 
try over, no mofe so in the south or in At- 
lanta than elsewhere. 

Indeed, the standard in this respect, irre- 
spective of geogra or of race or color, is 
low enough! Butgit is infinitely worse 
among the negroes, When the races ‘are con- 
sidered separately. ‘ 

And the whole south, whites as well as 
blacks, is suffering from it. 

It very often happens that a negro who 
wouldn’t dare kill a white man, when in the 
heat of passion or with a drink of liquor ia 
his stomach, and with a razor in his pocket, 
will unceremoniously cut the throat of a 
member of his own race. 

All of which, in the record of murders, 
counts against the south as a whole. 

That is one reason why Atlanta, like 
most other southern cities, is moving today 
toward elevating the standard of citizenship 
among the negroes. That is why southern 
_ Cities are lending every encouragement to- 
ward the establishment of good-citizenship 
workshops, such as the negro Y. M. C. A. 
building now under construction and about 
to be completed in Atlanta!

GERMANY’S DUAL AUTHORITY. 

When may it be said that the German 
people have control of their own government? 
This question will some day become a vital 
one for the people of the United States to 
decide, It is commonly argued that democ- 
racy will have come in Germany when the 
chancellor has been made responsible to the 
reichstag. But just as necessary is the sub- 
ordination of the military atithorities to the 
chancellor, The following editorial from The 
Frankfuerter Zeitung, quoting Friedrich 
Naumann, author of “Mitteleuropa,” points 
out very clearly how entirely independent of 
the civil authorities are the military author- 
ities. “Thus we had a government of Beth- 
mann-Hollweg and a Tirpitzs government,” 
says the Frankfuerter. Today it might as 
well be said Germany hae a Hertling govern- 
ment and a Hindenburg-Ludendorff govern- 
ment. 

From Frankfuerter Zeitung. 
The Frankfuerter writes: 


“This paper prints portions of the speech 


of Friedrich Naumann (author of Mitteleu- 


ropa), delivered in the German parliament 
on October 9, from the stenographic manu- 
script, and recommends ite close perusal on 
account of the interesting facts it contains 
in connection with the great domestic con- 
troversy, and particularly on the subsequent 
effect of the emperor's remarks, ‘I do not 
recognize parties any longer.’ 

“In this connection Naumann spoke on

and behind the expert authority of Grand 
Admiral von Tirpits and that there were 
enough submarine boats on hand to accom- 
plish the expected results against England.’ 
The speaker also referred to remarks of 
Count Westarp, who in this connection €x- 
pressed his opinion that the destruction of 
600,000 tons per month of vessels will suf- 
fice to force England to her knees, The 
fact seems, therefore, established that Von 
Tirpitz denies everything today that was fre- 
warded as having been believed by him at 
that period. 

“When in January, 1917, the reinforced 
submarine war had been agreed upon, all of 
us who regarded this procedure as dangerous 
to our fatherland kept silent, since such a 
policy had been officially adopted and since 
it had become our patriotic duty to wish 
that by this means and all others the war 
should terminate in our favor. This policy, 
however, is not pursued by Tirpitz’s father- 
land party today. While at present parlia- 
ment, government and the military adminis- 
tration intend to follow a new foreign policy 
in compliance with the resolution of July 19, 
1917, the fatherland party fails in display- 
ing that moral discipline which the left 
has been shown to possess.

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Editor Constitution: Your editorial, “Law 
constrains me to offer the 
following few suggestions, which I do, feel- 
ing that twenty-eight years’ practice of 
medicine in a rural district has made me 
familiar with conditions which prevail not 
only in my section but throughout the state. 

First I wish to make the broad statement 
have enough law on our statute 


' books. but that the sheriff's office has never 


been able to enforce the law, and now that 
we will have universal prohibition and the 
federal government will have no revenue 
interest in the enforcement. of  prohibi- 
tion “laws, consequently will ultimately 
withdraw its force from the hunting 
down Of illicit makers of alcoholic Hquors, 
then the sheriff's office, supported by the 
fee system, will be totally inadequate to en- 
force law for two reasons: 

Firet: Inadequacy of fees to sustain the 
office in the proper manner. 

Second: Local sentiment which may not 
be in favor of the proper enforcement of 
law. 

My suggestions are these: 

By constitutional amendment make the 
governor of the state of Georgia an execu- 
tive in fact as well as in fancy, by creating 
a department of justice, under a minister of 
justice, having full police powers in the 
state, taking over the police powers of the 
present shrivealities, and in lieu thereof po- 
icing and enforcing the criminal laws of the 
state through a force known as the ‘stato 
police,” paid fixed wages, and not fees, and 


‘stationed by direction of the minister of jus- 


tice, subject to frequent transfer from sta- 
tion to station. 

Leave with the sheriff's office all civil 
executive business, the executive business of 
the courts, except in the matter of crime, 
and add to his duties the assessment of taxes 
and their collection.

Goose had it all to do over again today, 
one of her best sellers might run something 
like this: : 

“Baa, baa, black sheep, have you any wool?’ 

“Yes, yes, master, three bags full; 

“One for our soldiers and one for the French, 

“And one for the Tommies in the front line 

trench.”’ 

The analytical civilian will at once ob- 
serve with some anxiety that he is left out 
in the coid entirely. The baa-baa sheep 
seems to have provided no wool for him at 
all. And that is just about the size of the 
situation. If Mr. Anxious Civilian wants to 
know what to.do about it here is the answer: 


The farms of the United States must pro- 
duce more sheep. 

“But aren’t we producing enough wool?” 
someone will ask. “Can't the sheep pass 
around enough clothes for all us, soldiers 
and home workers, too?” 


The answer is: No—not unless we get 
more sheep. 

So the immediate personal interest of 
every individual in this particular phase of 
the war agricultural preduction program be- 
comes very apparent. 

More than the entire wool production of 
the United States will be used in clothing 
and outfitting our armies. The apparel of 
one soldier represents the yield of twenty 
sheep. 

The solution of the problem is found in 
this statement: There are six farms with- 
out sheep for every farm with sheep in the 
United States. And yet sheep may bé pro- 
duced profitably in practically every part of 
the country and in an economical agricul- 
tural adjustment should be found on almost 
every farm. 

The possibilities of developing the sheep 
If 
all our farfms had sheep and failed to supply 
the demand the situation would be serious— 
but sine¢e the trouble is caused entirely by 
the fact that #o few farms de have sheep 
the situation is comparatively simple of go- 
It is just a matter of getting sheep 
on the six farms. out of seven that now are 
sheepless. That will,hot be done unless the 
farmers thor appreciate the necessity 
of this production; the importance of pur- 
chasing ewes and establishing sheep breed- 
ing as a permaneft part of their agricultural 
arrangements.

A Bit of Uncle Remus History 


Editor Constitution: In the December 
number of The “Southern Woman's Maga- 
zine” appears an interesting sketch of the 
Uncle Remus Home by Katherine Hinton 
Wooten. 


Had Miss Wooten been acquainted with 
some inside history of the movement which 
finally culminated in making the home of 
Mr. Harris a memorial to his life and genius, 
doubtless she would have been glad to in- 
clude it in her charming narrative, 

I was present at the preliminary meeting 
whose purpose was to decide upon a suitable 
memorial of Mr. Harris. I there stress 
the policy of acquiring the Harris home and 
perpetuating it as a Mecca for literary and 
grims and admirers of Mr. Harris in all parts 
of the world. 

The drift of opinion, however, was appar- 
ently against me—the preponderating, senti- 
ment seemed to be in favor of a park or a 
school. The committee adjourned without 
taking definite action. When I left I re- 
paired immediately to the residence of Rev. 
Dr. J. W. Lee, who was then pasior of Trinity 
church. I acquainted him with the drift in 
favor of a park or a school. He deplored 
this as manifestly inopportune and inappro- 
priate. He said that we should be guided 
by the practice observed everywhere in the 
world, viz: to perpetuate the homes of its 
famous literary men just as were preserved 
the homes of Shakespeare in England, of 
Burns in Scotland, of Dante in Italy, etc. 

I then appealed to Dr. Lee to exert his 
influence in some way that would awaken 
public sentiment to a sense of the impor- 
tance of such a memorial to Mr. Harris. 

The next day was Sunday. On Sunday 
night Dr. Lee embodied in his sermon a con- 
vincing argument in favor of making Mr. 
Harris’ home a memorial to his life and 
writings. 

He won the congregation. His sermon 
was printed. The result was that public 
sentiment was quickly crystallized inte a 
movement that finally secured the home of 
Mr. Harris as a fitting shrine for the lovers 
of “Uncle Remus” for Atlanta and the 
world. 

I am moved to make a recital of this ag a 
matter of history, and as an act of justice 
to Dr. Lee, to whom we are indebted for 
his opportune services in a good Cause.

Farming 
increased—and that decreased the sheep 
renges.

COAL RIOT 
IN NEW YORK. 


New York, January .1.—With another 
day of hitter cold and intensive suf- 
fering from the general fuel shortage, 
New York had today its first real coal 
riot. The disorder began when several 
hundred men, women and children, who 
had lined up outside a large coal yard 
at 119th street and the East river, dis- 
covered several loaded trucks leaving 
the yard after announcement had been 
made that there was no coal for sale. 
~- Some of those who had been waiting 
patiently with pails, bags, smal! wagons 
and baby carriages, at once began to 
stone the office windows. Others fol- 
lowed the trucks, unhooked the rear 
chutes and seized the coal that stream- 
ed into the street. Police reserves 
were called and succeeded in restoring 
order when a representative of the coal 
eompany announced that coal would 
be sold in small lots after certain hos- 
pitals had been served. 

Early relief from the fuel shortage 
is expected to result from an order is- 
sued late today by William G. McAdoo, 
director general of railroads, permitting 
the Pennsylvania Railroad company’s

4m the event, however, of an over- 
large supply of coal coming into the 
city consigned to one dealer, while 
other yards are empty, or practically 
so, this new ruling would allow Mr. 
Kennedy to order the placing of as 
many surplus cars as he thought ad- 
visable at the yards of the idie deai- 
ers, in order that deliveries ,might 
be made and relief brought to people 
of coal as rapidly 
as possible. 

Iocal interest now centers in the 
meeting called by Dr. L. G. Hardman, 
of Commerce, Ga., state fuel adminis- 
trator, to be held at tke Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce on Thursday at 2 
p mm Dr. Hardman announced this 
meeting by means of a wire sent to 
The Constitution Monday night. In his 
communication he requests that all of- 
ficials of the chamber of commerce, 


city officials, coal dealers and others 
who may be able to help relieve the 
stringency, attend the meeting, at 
which time, he states, plans will be 
formulated to provide Atlanta with a 
sufficient supply of coal for her needs. 


Deliveries of Coal. 


Some deliveries of coal were made 
Tuesday by local dealers. The cham- 
ber of commerce also delivered over a 
hundred orders which had been left 
over from the emergency work done on 
Sunday and Monday. These orders were 
deliverea by the Fulton county de- 
partment of public works trucks. There 
are still a few of these orders left 
for futrue delivery, which could not 
be filled on account of insufftcient sup- 
ply of coal. 

People who are seriously suffering 
for lack of coal are advised to procure 
their own wagons and go to the deal- 
ers’ yards for their own supply. In this 
way there is much greater probability 
of their securing coal than by merely 
ordering. ;

The reported visit of Pre- 
mier Clemenceau, it declares, is an in- 
telligent anticipation which may or may 
not be realized. 
Danger of Separate Peace, 

The Petrograd correspondent of The 
Daily Newa wonders whether the dan- 
ger of a separate peace is realized in 
England. He says it would be a de- 
feat for German democracy in addi- 
tion to insuring the virtual enslave- 
ment of Russia, as it would be a victory 
for the military caste of Germany. 

“As it thay mean,” he adds, ‘‘much 
more than Russia's neutrality. If we 
make no move, it seems possible that 
the Germans will ask the Russians to 
help them tn enforcing Russian peace 
terms on the entente allies. Trotzky 
is well aware of the danger, though 
faced with the necessity of concluding 
peace, and is doing his utmost to stim- 
ulate a revolution in Germany. Frat- 
ernization at the front already has 
passed beyond control of enemy officers 
and enormous quantities of revolution- 
ary newspapers printed in German are 
being distributed. 

“I am convineed our only chance in 
defeating German designs to publish 
terms as near the Russian terms as 
possible and by taking a powerful hand 
in the proposed conference help the 
democratic movement in Germany while 
helping the Russians to force the Ger- 
man government in the direction it has 
had to take. 

“Whatever party might be in power 
in Russia it would be compelled to 
conclude peace, and Trotzky'’s method 
is more likely to damage Germiny than 
the method of any more polite person 
in his place. The nationalization of the 
banks pugs a weapon more powerful 
than tig guillotine in the hands of the 
govern 
of the present sabotage.” 

The writer foreshadows further 
leavening of the ministry by men from 
other parties joining the government.

Germans May Be Disappointed. 


The Petrograd correspondent of The' 


Times, who is visiting tn London, con- 
tinues. his anti-Bolsheviki statements 
today. te says it 18s yot unlikely that 
the Germans, who are now reckoning 
upon the great advantages they ex- 
pect from tne Russian revolution, will 
sultter a grievious disappuvintment, pro- 
vided the friends of the Russian nation 
offer it a helping hand. He implies 
that the Russian people will not cun- 
tinue to submit to German expiloita- 
tion through bolsheviki “adventurers,” 
if a cluser union is established between 
Russia and the entente allies, 

The German naval deicgation at 
Petrograd, according to the correspond- 
ent of The Daily Mail in the Russian 
capital, has reached an agreement with 
the Bolshetiki povernment for raising 
the “blockade” of the White sea, and 
for the regulation of maritime com- 
merce which is expected to begin with 
the impending arrival at Reval of ships 
with goods from Germany.

Berlin newspaper reports received in 
Amsterdam say that Foreign Secretary 
von KuehImann, while coming to Ber- 
lin from Drest-Litovsk, stopped at 
Warsaw to confer with the Polish 
premier. The Polish government, it is 
sa.d, will share in the future newgotia- 
tions at Brest-Litovsk in an advisory 
capacity.

present American league, with its clubs 


in the great cities, seems a far cry, 
yet the Northwestern was the daddy 
organization over which Ban Johnson 
now rules as czar. 

The Northwestern was the second 
minor league ‘to be launched, having 
been anticipated by the International 
association, formed in Pittsburg in 
1877, and which included cities in New 
York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, New England 
and Canada. Rockford, Omaha and 
Dubuque were among the cities repre; 
sented’in the parent body of Ban John- 
son's league. 

Dubuque won the first pennant, the 
Iowa city’s players including Charley 
Comiskey, then a pitcher; Charley Rad- 
bourne, Ted Sullivan and Tom Loftus. 
The original Northwestern lasted only 
one season, but it was revived in ‘S82 
with a new bunch of cities, Toledo 
grabbing the flag. Grand Rapjds, Du- 
luth and Oshkosh later capturdd North- 
western pennants. 

In 1888 the name was changed to 
Western Association, and in 1892 the 
circuit became the Western league and 
remained such until 1899. Toward this 
period Ban Johnson took charge and 
in 1900 the name was changed to 
American league.
